REJECTIONS WITHDRAWN 

The claim objections set forth in the non-final rejection of 5/10/05, page 3, 
paragraph 5 have been withdrawn. 

REJECTIONS REPEATED 

All of the 35 USC 1 02(b) and 1 03(a) rejections set forth in the non-final rejection 
of 5/10/05, pages 3-5, paragraphs 6-1 1 . Applicant has added the new limitations 
"formed by an injection molding process" and "for the injection molding process" to 
claims 1 and 12. However, said limitations are method limitations in a product claim 
and have been given little patentable weight since the method limitations do not further 
limit the product claims in terms of structure (MPEP 21 13). Claim 20 recites an 
intended use (i.e. "providing a storage battery" and "inserting said rod into said opening 
in said storage battery) and has been given little too no patentable weight since it has 
been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is 
intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 
1647(1987).

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ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/20/05 have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive.
